The inventions of claims 1-13 do not appear to involve an inventive step based on documents 1- 
3 cited in the ISR. Document 1 discloses an optical film obtained by laminating a birefringence film 
and a transparent film (this film is considered to be isotropic). Here, because An(b) of the transparent 
film is close to 0, requirement (I) of claim 1 is also satisfied in document 1 . As for requirement (H) as 
described on page 111, right column, lower part, of document 3, this condition is satisfied if a positive 
uniaxial film is stretched. As for requirement (TH), the value indicated therein does not exceed a usual 
value (see the description of embodiments in document 2).
